C. millions of Golde, and 
likewiſe in all other matters, declared to⸗ 
wards his Paieſtie all due obediente allo 
his Maieſtie hath againe at al times ſhew 
ed a Fatherly and benigne diſpoſition'to- 
wards the ſaid Countries.
